1970: Tragic Episodes Mark Violent Year 


One ol the most bizarre 
and tragic episodes in Mar­ 
in s history, the kidnapping 
and slaying of a Superior 
Court judge, left a mark of 
violence on the year 1970.

burst of gunfire outside the 
Hall of Justice.

Swing-Wing Fighter 
WipedOut In Landing

In Washington, a Defense 
Department spokesman, Jerry 
Freidheim, said initial reports 
indicated the crash was caused 
by “ some sort of hydraulic 
malfunction.” 
The F14’s first flight, which 
lasted just 10 minutes, was 
conducted successfully Dec. 21 
and

Tomcat.” 


Grumman got the contract to 
build the F14 two years ago 
after

Chafee said the F14 would be

forms the backbone of the U.S. 
fleet’s airpower. 
Initial versions of the plane 
are designed to fly at about 
1,400 miles per hour and have a 
combat radius of up to 300 
miles. 
But after fewer than 70 of 
these are produced, the Navy 
plans an improved model with 
a new engine that will have a 
top speed of about 1,650 miles 
per hour and a combat radius 
that could go as high as 800 
miles.

Antipollution 
Trick: Eating 
Oil Slicks 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Navy is fermenting a yeasty 
idea for breaking down and 
dispersing oil slicks. 
The idea is being studied at 
Georgia 
State 
College 
in 
Atlanta under a contract with 
the Office of Naval Research 
(ONR). 
The study 
is part of a 
program aimed at controlling, 
by natural processes of biologi­ 
cal degradation, of oil pollution 
of harbors and beaches. 
The idea is to put yeasts, 
perhaps teamed with oil-eating 
microbes, to work 
in oil 
fwlluted waters. Says ONR: 
“ The Navy is concerned with 
oil spillages that can occur dur­ 
ing refueling or resulting from 
accidental 
sischarges 
from 
shipboard installations.” 
It should be. Some time ago a 
U.S. aircraft carrier accidental­ 
ly dumped a lot of oil in the 
Mediterranean. 
It 
cost 
the 
Navy many man-hours and 
much money to clean up the 
mess it had made on Riviera 
beaches. 
Several 
strains 
of 
yeast, 
according to ONR, have been 
found in oily waters, and “ the 
populations of 
these 
yeasts 
seem to increase with the 
extent of the pollution.” 
“ This indicates,” says ONR, 
“ that they may thrive on oil 
and, along with bacteria and 
other microorganisms, contri­ 
bute greatly to oil degrada­ 
tion.” 
ONR 
also 
is 
sponsoring 
studies 
of 
marine 
bacteria 
which digest oil. The thought is 
that it may be practical to seed 
slicks with oil-consuming mi­ 
crobes. 
The bacteria, however, are 
vulnerable to sunlight and to 
osmotic pressure which enables 
sea water to crush their cells. 
This is where yeast got into 
the picture. The cells of most 
yeasts are more resistant to the 
germicidal effect of sunlight 
and to osmotic pressure. Yeast, 
a fungus, appears to be better 
protected against the vicissi­ 
tudes of life in the raw than the 
less highly organized bacteria. 
According to ONR, laboratory 
tests show that many yeasts 
attack 
and 
flourish 
on 
oil 
droplets. Some yeast colonies 
can break the membrane, or 
skin, of the droplet, and grow 
■within it. This gives them 
protection in a marine environ­ 
ment from such organisms as 
are known to feed on yeast and 
bacteria. 
ONR lias asked Georgia State 
College researchers to find out 
what yeast strains are the most 
efficient 
oil 
eaters and 
to 
discover 
practical 
ways 
of 
using them, perhaps in conjunc­ 
tion with bacteria, to combat 
slicks. 
Thus 
far 
more 
than 
700 
strains of yeast have been 
collected from polluted beaches, 
estuaries 
and 
rivers 
and 
screened for their ability to 
break down oil.

Antipollution 
Trick: Eating 
Oil Slicks 
WASHINGTON IU PI) -The 
Navy is fermenting a yeasty 
idea for breaking down and 
dispersing oil slicks. 
The idea is being studied at 
Georgia 
State 
College 
in 
Atlanta under a contract with, 
the Office of Naval Research 
t O N R ) . 
The study is part of a 
program aimed at controlling, 
by natural processes of biologi­ 
cal degradation, of oil pollution 
of liar tors and beaches. 
The idea is to put yeasts, 
perhaps teamed with oil-eating 
microbes, to work in oil 
polluted waters. Says ONR: 
“ The Navy is concerned with 
oil spillages that can occur dur­ 
ing refueling or resulting from 
accidental 
sischarges 
from 
shipboard installations. ’ ’ 
It should be. Some time ago a 
U.S. aircraft carrier accidental­ 
ly dumped a lot of oil in the 
Mediterranean. 
It cost 
the 
Navy many man-hours and 
much money to clean up the 
mess it had made on Riviera 
beaches. 
Several strains of yeast, 
according to ONR, have been 
found in oily waters, and “ the 
populations of these yeasts 
seem to increase with the 
extent of the pollution.” 
“This indicates,” says ONR. 
“ that they may thrive on. oil 
and, along with bacteria and 
other microorganisms, contri­ 
bute greatly to oil degrada­ 
tion.” 
ONR also is sponsoring 
studies of marine bacteria 
which digest oil. The thought is 
that it may be practical to seed 
slicks with oil-consuming mi­ 
crobes. 
The bacteria, however, are 
vulnerable to sunlight and to 
osmotic pressure which enables 
sea water to crush their cells. 
This is where yeast got into 
the picture. The cells, of most 
yeasts are more resistant to the 
germicidal effect of sunlight 
and to osmotic pressure. Yeast, 
a fungus, appears to be better 
protected against the vicissi­ 
tudes of life in the raw than the 
less highly organized bacteria. 
According to ONR, laboratory 
tests show that many yeasts 
attack and flourish on oil 
droplets. Some yeast colonies 
can break the membrane, or 
skin, of the droplet, and grow 
’w ith in it. This gives them 
protection in a marine environ­ 
ment from, such, organisms as 
are known to feed on yeast and 
bacteria. 
ONR has asked Georgia State 
College researchers to find out 
what yeast strains are the most 
efficient oil eaters and to 
discover practical 
ways 
of 
us mg them., perhaps in conjunc­ 
tion with, bacteria, to combat 
slicks. 
Thus far more than 700 
strains of yeast have been 
collected from polluted beaches, 
estuaries 
and 
rivers 
and 
screened for their ability to 
break down oil.

Juveniles 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
yesterday ruled that juveniles 
have the same right of inspec­ 
tion as adult criminal defen­ 
dants. 
The court said unanimously 
that a juvenile has a limited 
right 
to 
inspect 
his 
prior 
conversations, statements and 
admissions to the police before 
the 
start 
of 
juvenile

proceedings.

murder. Before the juvenile 


court delinquency proceedings, 
Joe’s attorney asked to see all

such 
statements only if he stated he 
did not recall the conversations

High Court 
Rules On 
Juveniles 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
yesterday ruled that juveniles 
have the same right of inspec­ 
tion as adult criminal defen­ 
dants. 
The court said unanimously 
'that a juvenile has a limited, 
right to 
inspect his 
prior 
conversations, statements and 
admissions to the police before 
the start of juvenile court 
proceedings. 
Joe Z., a 15-year-old minor, 
and two other minors, were 
charged with murder and 
assault with intent to commit 
murder. Before the juvenile 


court delinquency proceedings, 
Joe’s attorney asked to see all 
the statements and admissions 
to the police and the recordings 
of conversations 
with 
them 
made by Joe and his co­ 
defendants. 
A trial court ruled that the 
attorney 
may 
inspect such 
statements only if he stated he 
did not recall the conversations 
and that even so, he could not

traded OTC. All government 
debt securities, most bank

stocks, and municipal bonds

ed in this market. 
S E C 
registration 
is 
re­ 
quired for ail OTC issues. 
The National Association of 
Security Dealers, to which 
most OTC dealers belong, 
polices its membership in 
somewhat the same way as 
an Exchange regulates the 
actions of its members. 
Various dealers “ make a 
market*' 
in one or more 
stocks, in other words these 
firm s are prepared to buy 
or sell those particular is­ 
sues at quoted p r i c e s . 
Wholesale prices in unlisted 
issues, that is prices from 
one dealer to another, are 
printed daily by the Nation­ 
al Quotation Bureau and are 
called the “ Pink Sheets.”

Hamilton Succumbs

Brutus Hamilton, a 1920 Olym­

Hamilton succumbed at the

Famed Track Coach 
Hamilton Succumbs 


BERKELEY. Calif 
UPC 
Brutus Hamilton, a 1920 Olym­ 
pic Medalist in the gruelling 
decathlon who moulded 'track 
and field champions for three 
decades at the University of 
California, is dead. 
Hamilton succumbed at the 
age of 70 on Monday in. an 
Oakland hospital from massive 
aortic hemorrhaging after being 
admitted during the weekend 
Funeral services are pending. 
The silver-haired Hamilton 
retired in 1965 after 32 years of 
coaching track at Berkeley and 
three stints as a U.S. Olympic 
Games coach. 
He was born in Peculiar. Mo., 
in 1900 and won the silver 
medal 20 years later in the 
decathlon at the 1620 Olympic 
(iam es in Antwerp, Belgium, 
after capturing the National 
AAU title that year. 
The decathlon, in which 
athletes compete in 10 events in 
two days, is a 
gruelling 


determination of the best all- 
around track performer 
Hamilton, regarded by many 
as the top technician in track, 
was decathlon coach for the 
U.S. Olympic teams in 1932 and 
1936 
He took Jim Rausch. his own 
protege 
from

(llenn Morris to the same 
marks in the Berlin games 
In 1952. he was head track

games. 
Hamilton, who took over the 
track coaching job at Berkeley 
in 1.933, took his final assign­ 
ment as a coach in the summer 
of 1965 when he led a team of 
American athletes to Kiev.

Some Terminology 
Is Still Baffling 


The salty speech o f the o ld time mariner so me 
o f which has crept into the termino lo gy o f mo d­ 
ern day bo ating has resisted change pro bably 
mo re than any o ther part o f the language. Ho w­ 
ev er, with ev ery generatio n, o ld ex pressio ns o f 
the sea hav e less and less meaning. 
But there’s o ne ancient 
grees (10x 11 1/4) . . . just a 
and antiquated bit o f termi­ 
ni » lo gy which baffles many 
bo atmen, but it stay s with 
us as stro ngly as ev er. It’s 
the sy stem o f describing the 
angles o r arcs o f a circle 
thro ugh 
which nav igatio n 
lights are v isible. 
In ev ery sy stem o f m ea­ 
surement used in day -to -dav 
liv ing, a circle is bro ken up 
into 360 degrees. Ev ery bo dy 
must hav e learned in scho o l 
that a right angle, a quarter 
o f a circle, is 9 0 degrees. 
Ho wev er, when it co mes 
to 
discribing 
nav igatio n 
lights, we hav e to rev ert to 
an archaic sy stem , sev eral 
hundred y ears o ld, in which 
the 360 - degree circle o f the 
co mpass is bro ken up into 
32 “ po ints” 
Fo rget abo ut 
degrees. 
Mo st 
bo atmen 
co mpre- 
h e n d that the fo ur main 
po ints o f the co mpass are 
no rth, so uth, east and west. 
In between these are o ther 
po ints, no rtheast, so utheast, 
etc. And between these are 
still o thers, such as no rth by 
no rtheast, no rth no rtheast, 
no rtheast by no rth etc., and 
they make up 32 po ints in 
all. 
It’s a co mplicated sy stem 
and altho ugh still used o r 
accepted by many o ceango ­ 
ing seam en, mo st mo dern 
bo atmen hav e nev er ev en 
heard the names fo r all 32 
po ints o f the co mpass. 
But it naturally fo llo ws 
that if the 360-degree circle 
is div ided into 32 parts, 
each must be 11 1/4 degrees. 
So o ne “ po int” o f the co m­ 
pass represents 11 1/4 de­ 
grees. 
All this was bro ught up by 
a co uple o f questio ns I v e 
been asked which can t be 
answered witho ut ex plain­ 
ing the “ po int” sy stem 
Q. The red and green 
lights o n a bo at are des­ 
cribed as 10-po int lights. 
What do es that mean? 
A. The lights must be v i- 
s i b 1 e fro m a line dead 
ahead o f the bo at thro ugh 
an angle o f 10 po ints. Ten 
po ints represents 112 1/2 de­ 


little mo re than a quarter o f 
a circle. 
Q. What is the purpo se 
o f a white bo w light o f 20 
po ints and a stem light 
o f 12 po ints? 
A. If y o u no tice, the 20 
and 12 add up to 32 po ints, a 
full circle. If y o u draw a 
diagram 
o f 
nav igatio n 
lights arranged this way , it 
is apparent that o n a full 
bro adside v iew, o nly 
the 
white bo w light and a co ­ 
lo red side light are v isible. 
It is to sho w the relativ e 
bearing o r po sitio n o f a 
passing bo at. 
Q. I see sailing craft 
with red and green lights 
o n the mast. What do they 
signify ? 
A. This is a relativ ely 
new idea o f carry ing two 
co lo red lights at the mast­ 
head and is go o d. It makes 
a 
sailing 
craft 
instantly 
identifiable at night. The 
co lo red lights 
red o v er 
green are 20 po int light 
. . 
225 degrees. 
Q. Where can I learn 
all 
abo ut 
(nav igatio n) 
l i g h t s ? I’m taking a 
cruise to the Bahamas 
and Puerto Hico . 
A. The tex t I like best is 
Chapman’s 
Pilo ting, 
Sea­ 
manship and 
Small Bo at 
Handling. Other go o d o nes 
are Basic Bo ating by An­ 
drews and Russell, o r Basic 
Seamanship by Walliser. 
Q. In a co lumn last 
y ear y o u said the co m­ 
pass is div ided into 32 
po ints. My understanding 
is that it is 96 po ints 
? 
A. This was do ne to “ sim­ 
plify ” the co mpass and al­ 
lo w s h i p s to steer mo re 
accurate co urses 
Each o f 
the 32 po ints was div ided 
into halv es and quai ters 
The naming o f the new div i­ 
sio n became a nightmaie.

Some Terminology 
Is Still Baffling 


The salty speech of the old time mariner some 
of which has crept into the terminology of mod­ 
ern day boating has resisted change probably 
more than any other part of the language. How­ 
ever, with every generation, old expressions of 
the sea have less and less meaning. 
But there’s one ancient grees <10x11 1/4) , , . just * 
and antiquated bit of termi­ 
nology which baffles many 
boatmen, but it stays with 
us as strongly as ever. It’s 
the system of describing the 
angles or arcs of a circle 
through which navigation 
lights are visible. 
In every system of mea­ 
surement used in day-to-day 
living, a circle is broken up 
into 360 degrees. Everybody 
must have learned in school 
that a right angle, a quarter 
of a circle, is 90 degrees. 
However, when it comes 
to discribing navigation 
lights, we have to revert to 
an archaic system, several 
hundred years old, in which 
the 360 - degree circle of the 
compass is broken up into 
32 “points” Forget about 
degrees. 
Most boatmen compre- 
h e n d that the four main 
points of the compass are 
north, south, east and west. 
In between these are other 
points, northeast, southeast, 
etc. And between these are 
still others, such as north by 
northeast, north northeast, 
northeast by north etc., and 
they make up 32 points in 
all.It’s a complicated system 
and although still used or 
accepted by many oceango­ 
ing seamen, most modern 
boatmen have never even 
heard the names for all 32 
points of the compass. 
But it naturally follows 
that if the 366-degree circle 
is divided into 32 parts, 
each must be U 1/4 degrees. 
So one “point” of the com­ 
pass represents 11 1/4 de­ 
grees. 
All this was brought up by 
a couple of questions I've 
been asked which can’t be 
answered without explain­ 
ing the “point” system: 
Q. The red and green 
lights on a boat are des­ 
cribed as 10-point lights. 
What does that mean? 
A. The lights must be vi- 
s i b 1 e from a line dead 
ahead of the boat through 
an. angle of 10 points. Ten 
points represents 112 1/2 de­ 


little more than a quarter of 
a circle. 
Q. What is the purpose 
of a white bow light of 20 
points and a stem light 
of 12 points? 
A. If you notice, the 20 
and 12 add up to 32 points, a 
full circle. If you draw a 
diagram 
of 
navigation 
lights arranged this way, it 
is apparent that on a full 
broadside view, only the 
white bow light and a co­ 
lored side light are visible. 
It is to show the relative 
bearing or position of a 
passing boat. 
Q. I see sailing craft 
with red and green lights 
on the mast. What do they 
signify? 
A. This is a relatively 
new idea of carrying two 
colored lights at the mast­ 
head and is good. It makes 
a sailing craft instantly 
identifiable at night. The 
colored lights . . . red over 
green are 20 point light . . 
225 degrees. 
Q. Where can I learn 
all about (navigation) 
l i g h t s ? I’m taking a 
cruise to the Bahamas 
and Puerto Rico. 
A. The text I like best is 
Chapman’s Piloting, Sea­ 
manship and Small Boat 
Handling. Other good ones 
are Basic Boating by An­ 
drews and Russell, or Basic 
Seamanship by Walliser. 
Q. In a column last 
year you said the com­ 
pass is divided into 32 
points. My understanding 
is that it is 96 points . ? 
A. This was done to “sim­ 
plify” the compass And al­ 
low s h i p s to steer more 
accurate courses Each of 
the 32 points was divided 
into halves and quarters 
The naming of the new divi­ 
sion became a nightmare. 
For instance they came up 
with n a m e s like this 
“south east by east a quart 
er east.” All the navies in 
the world and most mer­ 
chant marine services have 
dropped all this nonsense 
and use degrees.

To Pounce On Pots and Pans

WASHINGTON lUPI) -U n ­ 
like many women who yearn to 
get out of the kitchen Martha 
Mitchell is itching to put her 
apron on and start banging the 
pots and pans again. 
“I love to cook,” she said in 
an interview before flying to 
Key Biscayne, F la., for the 
an .interview. *BW’ I used to cook 
all the time.” 
“ BW” is her half-sarcastic 
reference 
to 
life 
“before 
Washington” as the wife of a 
successful Wall Street bond 
lawyer. Now, there is little time 
for cooking with Attorney 
General John N. Mitchell and 
his wife in demand for as many 
as three or four parties an 
evening. 
Mrs. Mitchell, a vivacious 
blonde of 53, has gained a 
prominence in Washington that 
many politicians would envy. 
She wouldn't exactly chuck it 
all for her kitchen, but she does 
miss it. 
Her cook, Ruth Howard, now 
reigns among the spice jar 
motif wallpaper, wood cabinets 
and copper double oven, five- 
burner stove and copper-toned 
refrigerator in the M itchells’ 
luxury Watergate 
apartment 
suite overlooking the Potomac. 
“I’ll tell you the kind of cook 
I am ,” Mrs. Mitchell said. “I 
have loads of cookbooks but if I 
decide 
I 
want 
to 
make 
something, I get them all down 
and read all the recipes. Then I 
put them all back on the shelf 
and do it my own way.” 
“I like to cook unusual dishes 
and I’ve always been the kind 
who tries out everything on 
company first,” she said with a 
laugh. 
“So far 
it’s always 
worked out.” 
Some of her favorite recipes 
—many handed down from an 
old family cook in .Arkansas 
named Hortense —are garlic 
grits, graham cracker ice 
cream and Hortense pepper­ 
mint bavarian. 
The sweet potato-banana cas­ 
serole and spoon bread reflect 
her southern upbringing in Pine 
Bluff, Ark. The shrimp sukiyaki 
and cream puff pyramid betray

York, but one of her fondest 
girlhood memories is of Sunday 
night “tamale pie suppers” for 
young people in her home town.

husband the same cheese and 
olive tidbits that John Mitchell 
munches with his before-dinner 
scotch.

Warring Factions Threaten Split: 
In Ranks Of Consumer Federation

WASHINGTON — A growing dispute 
among warring factions threatens to 
split apart the Consumer Federation of 
America, the country’s largest consumer 
organization, on th eve of its annual 
Consumer Assembly and annual meeting 
here. 
Details of the dispute have been kept 
hushed up by most of those involved for 
fear that publicity could un­ 
dermine the effectiveness of 
the federation at a time 
when lobbying for consumer 
legislation on Capitol Hill 
was at a peak. 
But the 'dissident groups 
within. CFA, now that Con­ 
gress has turned its back on 
key 
consumer bills, 
are 
girding for an open fight 
which is likely to be aired 
publicly at the CFA’s an­ 
nual meeting on Jan. 27. 
The Consumer Assembly is 
scheduled here the following 
two days. 
What brought the open 
break: in ranks was a quiet 
attempt by some top CFA 
officers to remove president 
Howard Frazier from office 
despite his unanimous re- 
election at the group’s pre­ 
vious annual meeting last 
, August. 
CFA’s 37-member board 
of directors was called into 
session in November to con­ 
sider 
suspending 
Frazier 
because of alleged viola­ 
tions of Federation bylaws 
growing out of Frazier’s at­ 
tempts to oppose President 
Nixon’s nomination of Dav­ 
id Dennison to the Federal 
Trade Commission. 


official organization slate of 
new officers has been re­ 
leased, and Frazier’s name 
is a b s e n t from the list. 
Nominated as next presi­ 
dent is Don Wilhier, a Port­ 
land, Ore., state senator and 
former head of the Oregon 
Consumer League. 
Frazier met recently with 
a group of supporters deter­ 
mined to fight the ouster 
move on the f l o o r of the 
meeting if necessary. The 
dissidents decided to pre­ 
sent a rival slate of officers, 
but their names have not 
yet been announced.

THE 
POSSIBILITY 
of 
conflicts of interest over 
policy within the CFA arose 
p u b l i c l y last fall when 
Congressional opponents of 
import restrictions for var­ 
ious consumer commodities 
accused the CFA of failing 
to take a stand on the m at­ 
ter because of fear of dis­ 
pleasing its labor members 
who generally were in favor 
of the import restrictions. 
Mrs. 
Angevine 
replied 
that CFA had not taken a 
stand becuase it had not 
been asked to do so by any 
member group. She said the 
Administration’s 
import 
quota bill was not as impor­ 
tant as numerous other is­ 
sues. Mrs. Virginia Knauer, 
President Nixon’s consumer 
adviser, has called the mea­ 
sure “the most significant 
anti-consumer 
legislation 
now in Congress.” 
Frazier’s troubles as CFA 
president apparently began 
shortly before last August’s 
annual meeting when he 
was involved in a public 
feud with the Nixon Admin­ 
istration over appointments 
to regulatory agencies. 
Mrs. Angevine, who has 
been 
executive 
director 
since CFA was organized, 
was known to feel that she, 
as the organization's only 
r e g i s t e r e d 
lobbyist, 
should 
be 
the 
principal 
spokesman on Capitol Hill. 
One of the bylaws passed 
at that meeting, but never 
reported in the CFA news­ 
letter, appeared to increase 
the powers of the executive 
director in line with Mrs. 
Angevine’s wishes. 
The move to oust Frazier 
came a few w e e k s later 
when he c h o s e to take a 
public stand against Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s appointment of 
David Dennison to the FTC. 
After Frazier had taken his 
stand, Mrs. Angevine ad­ 
vised board members that 
such a move jeopardized 
passage of key consumer 
bills. 
While Frazier was com­ 
plaining to reporters that 
the Dennison appointment 
was being r a i l r o a d e d 
through the Senate, Mrs. 
Angevine issued a release 
announcing that the board 
of directors would not op­ 
pose Dennison. Frazier suf-

It soon became ob­ 
vious that director Ron Gui- 
di felt very much at homein 
staging this classical storv- 
ballet, and the production, 
despite modest sets, was 
very well put together. 
The ballet also offered a 
pleasant 
contrast 
to 
the 
inevitable 
“ Nutcrackers” 
performed by so many com­ 
panies in the Bay Area. As 
a 
Christmas 
tradition, 
“ Hansel and Gretel” is per­ 
formed in Germany as an 
opera, but this Grimm fairy 
tale lost nothing in Guidi’s 
adaptation. 
The afternoon was dis­ 
tinguished by Arthur Con­ 
rad’s annual appearance as 
the weird witch who capti­ 
vated all the children in the 
audience 
with 
his 
exhilar­ 
ating pantomine. The pan- 
tomine i t s e l f , too, was 
marked by masterly cohe­ 
sion and direction and was, 
for the most part, danced 
instead of mimed. 
The corps de b a l l e t 
danced precisely and did 
not appear challenged be­ 
yond its capacity - a depar­ 
ture from the norm of taxing 
the corps choreographically 
beyond its strength. But all 
had sufficient technique to 
present themselves well in 
performance. 
It was the principals, howev­ 
er, who carried the day. Sheri 
Jack as the Dew Fairy was 
sure and danced with vibrancy 
and joy; her Cavalier, John 
Sullivan, although slightly off- 
center in turns, emanated con­ 
fidence in his variation, tipped 
by a strong finish, 
strong finish. 


As the Sandman. Margar­ 
et Schmidt displayed very 
slender lines with a soft 
port de bras and an arab­ 
esque that could easlily be 
breathtaking. Weakness in 
pointe work, however, tends 
to undermine one’s entire 
presence, and in her case 
calls 
for 
speed, accuracy 
and a stronger attack. 


As the first Angel in the 
lovely Adagio, Asta Arisa 
revealed a fine and graceful 
approach to legato sequ­ 
ences. Gifted with a specta­ 
cular develope’, 
she still 
turns somewhat weakly and 
in some instances off time, 
but her performance was 
otherwise sheer music in 
this particular part. 


This, however, could not 
be 
accomplished 
without 
the artful partnering of Ron 
Thiel, whose features also 
project well on stage. In the 
second act, the Candy Canes 
were sprightly and lithe, 
but the Birds in Act I indi­ 
cated too early pointe work 
with the resultant sluggish­ 
ness of legs and feet in rap­ 
id passages.

Cro nk’s father d id no t believ e this 
was the cau se o f d eath. He hired 
Dr. Charles E. Black, a p atho lo gist, 
to p erfo rm an au to p sy . Dr. Black 
rep o rted the ju nio r Cro nk d ied fro m 
sev ere chest and abd o minal inju ­ 
ries, ap p arently cau sed by beat­ 
ings. 
The Weekend er p u blished that re­ 
p o rt, alo ng with interv iews d isclo s­ 
ing o ther beatings at the mental 
ho sp ital. 
THE REACTION was immed iate, 
bu t no t what the Weekend er ed ito r 
ex p ected . Dr. Du ane So mmerness, 
ho sp ital su p erintend ent, o rganized 
co mmittees to bring p ressu re o n 
bu siness firms to withd raw their 
ad v ertising fro m the Weekend er. 
The p o int was d riv en ho me to them 
that Trav erse City Ho sp ital’s $11.5 
millio n bu d get makes it the city ’s 
biggest emp lo y er. 
Ad v ertisers heed ed the p ressu re. 
Fro m Au gu st to mid -December, the 
Weekend er’s ad v ertising d ro p p ed 40 
p er cent. The three-member staff 
cu t their o wn p ay to $27 each p er 
week to keep the p ap er ap p earing. 
Ho w mu ch l o n g e r it can last is 
q u estio nable.

Time magazine last week chroni­ 
cled the trials of the Traverse City 
Weekender, 
a 
Michigan 
weekly 
newspaper. 
These trials resulted, as Time 
related it, from a piece of highly 
commendable investigative journal­ 
ism 
% the kind that press critics 
complain is too little practiced. 
John David Cronk, 26, died last 
Aug. 11 in Traverse City Hospital, a 
state institution for the mentally 
retarded. His death was listed as 
caused by “ acute p u 1 m o n a r y 
congestion.” 
Cronk’s father did not believe this 
was the cause of death. He hired 
Dr. Charles E, Black, a pathologist, 
to perform an autopsy. Dr. Black 
reported the junior Cronk died from 
severe chest and abdominal inju­ 
ries, apparently caused by beat­ 
ings. 
The Weekender published that re­ 
port, along with interviews disclos­ 
ing other beatings at the mental 
hospital. 
THE REACTION was immediate, 
but not what the Weekender editor 
expected. Dr. Duane Somme mess, 
hospital superintendent, organized 
committees to bring pressure on 
business firms to withdraw their 
advertising from the Weekender. 
The point was driven home to them 
that Traverse City Hospital’s $11.5 
million budget makes it the city's 
biggest employer. 
Advertisers heeded the pressure. 
From August to mid-December, the 
Weekender's advertising dropped 40 
per cent. The three-member staff 
cut their own pay to $27 each per 
week to keep the paper appearing. 
How much l o n g e r it can last is 
questionable. 
TWO MONTHS AGO, a better- 
known paper disappeared in York, 
Pa. — not because it, like the Trav­ 
erse City Weekender, had exposed 
unsavory truths iwhich, in its long 
career, it often had), but because it 
had come to confuse crusading with 
honest reporting. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


The York Daily Gazette had been 
leftist-liberal for 55 years under the 
ownership of Josiah W. G itt It had 
also been fearless. Until recent 
years, its stance assured that both 
sides of controversies got their air­ 
ing in York. 
However, Gitt got carried away 
by his own crusades to the point 
where during the 1964 presidential 
campaign, he not only closed the 
news columns to Goldwater advo­ 
cates but even refused to publish 
Goldwater advertising. The voice 
that cried against censorship be­ 
came itself a censor. And the Gaz­ 
ette 
lost 
r e a d e r s 
— 
and 
consequently, 
advertising, 
which 
moved to the rival York daily. 
It lost more readers, and more 
advertising, because its coverage of 
a series of racial incidents begin­ 
ning in 1968 played up versions 
given by blacks involved and down­ 
graded those of the police. Again, it 
confused crusading with reporting. 
Business got so bad that Gitt 
asked all employees to accept a 10 
per cent pay cut. The International 
Typographical Union Local refused, 
and went on strike. A m e r i c a n 
Newspaper Guild members refused 
to cross the picket line. The paper 
suspended 
publication. 
After 
awhile, Gitt sold the business, but 
the new owners brought out the 
paper as the York Daily Record — 
no longer the Gazette in name, ap­ 
pearance, or anything else. 
THE YORK GAZETTE signed its 
own death warrant by distorting the 
news to fit its political notions. It 
lost advertising revenue because it 
no longer had the readership. 
The Traverse City 
Weekender 
may die for its devotion to printing 
the news. Its advertising has fled as 
the result of special-interest pres­ 
sure — the same kind of special- 
interest pressure, though without 
the overtones of violence, that has 
been attempted unsuccessfully for 
nearly a year by the International 
Typographical Union in San Rafael.

MOSCOW i U P I)—Defection, 
like beauty, is in the eye of the 
beholder.

CHICAGO (U P I)—Rocks col­ 
lected on Apollo missions have 
led scientists to believe the 
moon is at least 4.6 billion 
years 
old 
and 
formed 
at 
essentially the same time as the 
Farth and the rest of the solar 
system. 
One of the geophysicists who 
studied the rocks and the data 
compiled about them by other 
scientists said today the moon 
rocks 
show 
the 
principal 
volcanic activity probably oc­ 
curred early 
in the moon’s 
history. 
But the evidence has not been 
destroyed by subsequent geolo­ 
gical processes as it has been 
on earth. Professor George W .' 
Wetherill of the University of 
California 
Department 
of 
Planetary and Space Science 
told the American Association 
for 
the 
Advancement 
of 
Science. 
"Isotopic data on both lead 
and uranium ( in the Apollo 11 
samples) show that the Earth 
and moon were separate bodies, 
at least for the last 4.6 billion 
years," Wetherill said.

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would be. found on the lunar 
highlands because of this area 
of the moon’s surface is much

Jo hn Winter, a scientist at 
the Po int Rey es o bservato ry , 
said y esterday that a radio sta­ 
tio n also is getting into the act. 
Statio n KSFO will begin bro ad­ 
casting reco rded o wl calls at 
midnight Saturday . Owl-seek- 
ers will have the calls blaring 
fro m po rtable radio s to per­ 
suade the night-fliers to ho o t 
back so they can be co unted. 
The co unt technically will ex ­ 
tend 24 ho urs until midnight 
Sunday , but Winter predicted it 
pro bably will end abo ut 8 p.m.

"side hunts." Winter said. In 
tho se hunts, lo cal spo rtsmen 
cho se up sides and to o k to the 
wo o ds, killing every creature 
they co uld find. The side with 
the mo st carcasses wo n. 
Chapman pro po sed the blo o d­ 
less bird census co mpetitio n as 
a co untermeasure, mo re as an 
entertaining o uting than a real­ 
ly scientific venture, Winter 
said. The Po int Rey es bird ex ­ 
pert. said the census has value 
in tracing changes in bird po ­ 
pulatio n thro ugh the y ears. 
Winter ex plained that the flo ­ 
tilla recruited fo r this y ear’s 
cunsus will watch fo r sea and 
sho re birds, while sco res o f o th­ 
er watchers will co mb land 
areas within the 15-mile circle. 
1'he do gs will be used to flush 
birds hiding in the underbrush, 
but no t to catch them, Winter 
said. 
The Mann bird co unt will be 
co mpeting with 8 00 similar cen­ 
suses natio nwide fo r the ho no r

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TEACHER CONTRACTS 
New Approaches 
Likely To Collide

Two new appro aches to 
teacher co ntracts are likely 
to co llide head-o n as scho o l 
bo ards and faculty co uncils 
begin nego tiating o n sala­ 
ries and wo rking co nditio ns 
to r nex t scho o l y ear. 
The nego tiatio ns will get 
under way 
in earnest in 
mo st districts during Janu­ 
ary and February . 
O n e of the new ap 
proaches is that being 
urged on school boards 
by Richard V. Godino, 
assistant county counsel 
who is legal advisor to 
Marin’s school districts. 
Godino wants the 
dis­ 
tricts to have teachers 
sign 
individual 
written 
contracts 
spelling 
out 
their obligations. 
A trial run o f such a co n­ 
tract, prepared by Go dino , 
is already being m ade in 
Reed Scho o l D istrict. When 
it was o ffered initially early 
this mo nth, it was rejected 
100-to -0, 
acco rding to the 
Califo rnia 
Teachers 
Asso ­ 
ciatio n’s 
new 
Co uncil 
o f 
M arin. 
The 
teachers 
o bjected 
principally to two clauses in 
the co ntract, acco rding to 
the CTA and representative 
Reed district teachers. One 
o f these pro vides: “ It is ex ­ 
pressly 
understo o d 
and 
agreed that said laws, rules 
and regulatio ns (o f the state 
and 
d i s t r i c t ) m ay be 
changed during the term o f 
this agreem ent and th at the 
p a r t i e s thereto shall be 
bo und by such changes.” 
The other highly objec­ 
tionable clause, a ccord­ 
ing to the teachers, is 
one calling for a fine of 
$ 7 5 
per day for any 
teacher who fails to put 
in a full da y ’s work. 
Go dino said the $75 fi­ 
gure was a “ nego tiating 
figure.” but he felt the 
co ntract sho uld spell o ut a 
penalty 
fo r a 
teac h er’s 
failing to perfo rm his du­ 
ties. 
Quite 
different 
is 
the 
“ m aster agreem ent” being 
urged o n its M arin lo cals by 
CTA thro ugh its Co uncil o f 
M arin. This is a labo r unio n 
ty pe o f co ntract. It wo uld 
spell o ut the o bligatio ns o f 
the 
em plo y er (the 
scho o l 
district) alo ng with tho se o f 
the em plo y ees (the teach­ 
ers), It wo uld be signed by 
bo ard and faculty co uncil 
m em bers. Presum ably , co ­ 
pies o f it w o u l d then be 
prepared, either by CTA o r 
scho o l district, fo r all the 
teachers, but they wo uld no t 
necessarily sign it as indi­ 
viduals. 
Unlike 
the 
contract 
proposed by Godino, with 
its specification that both 
parties are bound by law 
and rule changes which 
occur during the y ear, 
the CTA’s. ‘ ‘ m a s t e r 
a greem ent” would freeze 
the conditions of employ ­ 
ment as of the date of 
signing.

Changes sho uld 
o nly be m ade during the 
perio d o f the co ntract by 
m utual co nsent o f bo th p a r­ 
ties.” 
(¿ odino 
contends 
that 
school district cannot le­ 
gally sign such a contract, 
because changes made by 
the 
legislature 
and 
the 
state board and depart­ 
ment of education are be­ 
y ond the district board’s 
control, y et must be fol­ 
lowed 
on 
the 
effective 
dates decreed. 
The dis­ 
trict, according to Godino. 
would be in violation of 
the law if it h e l d back 
such changes until a new 
contract was negotiated. 
Skaggs, in his Fo cal Po int 
article, declared: “ The way 
so m e scho o l bo ards and ad­ 
m inistrato rs m ake unilater­ 
al decisio ns has o ften been 
described 
as 
‘the 
divine 
right o f kings.’ ” 
Go dino co ntends that the 
practice 
o f 
auto m atically 
rehiring teachers with no 
w ritten co ntracts o r with 
m ere signing o f an ag ree­ 
ment to teach at such-and- 
such a salary has m ade the 
district-teacher co ntract un­ 
ilateral — but in favo r o f 
the 
teacher. 
He co ntends 
that teachers think no thing 
o f resigning in m id-y ear, 
taking fo r granted that they 
will be released, y et ho ld 
the districts o bligated no t 
o nly to keep them thro ugh 
the y ear but to rehire them 
indefinitely under the ten­ 
ure laws. 
Although 
Godino 
has 
urged all Marin districts 
to adopt individual writ­ 
ten contracts, most ap­ 
pear to be holding back 
“ to see how it turns out 
in Reed.” he said. 
The 
teachers, 
ho wever, 
will present an united fro nt, 
acco rding to Skaggs. Asked 
if co o rdinatio n o f bargain

Two new approaches to 
'teacher contracts, are likely 
to' collide head-on. as school 
boards and facility councils 
begin negotiating on sala­ 
ries and working 'Conditions 
for next school year. 
The negotiations will get 
under way in. earnest in 
most districts during Jan u ­ 
ary and February. 
O n e of the new ap­ 
proaches is that being 
urged on school boards 
by R ichard V. Godino, 
assistant county counsel 
who is legal advisor to' 
'Marin’s school districts,. 
Godl.nO' wants the dis­ 
tricts to have teachers 
sign individual w ritten 
contracts 
spelling 
out 
th eir obligations, 
A trial rue of such a con­ 
tract, prepared by Godino, 
is already 'being m ade in 
Eeed School D istrict. When 
it w as offered initially early 
this month, it was rejected 
100-to-0, according' to the 
California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation’s 
new 
Council 
of 
M arin. 
The 
teachers 
objected, 
principally to two clauses in 
the contract, according to 
the CTA and ¡representative 
Reed, district teachers.. One 
of these provides: “ It is ex­ 
pressly 
'understood 
and 
agreed th at said laws, rules 
and regulations (of the state 
and d i s t r i e t.) m ay be 
changed during the term of 
this agreem ent and th at the 
p a r t i e s thereto shall be: 
bound by such changes,.,”' 
'The other highly objec­ 
tionable clause,, accord­ 
ing to the teachers, is 
one calling for a fine of 
$ 7 5 per day for any 
teacher who fails to put 
.in a. full day’s work. 
Godino said the $75 fi­ 
gure1 was a “ negotiating 
figure,” but he felt the 
contract should spell out a. 
penalty for a, teach er’s 
failing to perform his du­ 
ties.

M arin. This is a. labor union 
type of contract. It, would

It would be signed by 
board and faculty council 
m em bers.

County bird-watchers 
are going all-out to win the 
World Series of bird-watching 
Saturday night and. Sunday. 
The Marin and Golden Gate 
chapters of the National Audu­ 
bon ¡Society have merged, forces 
withe the Point, Reyes Bird, Ob­ 
servatory to wrest the crown 
away from. San D i e g o . 'The 
southern, county is current na­ 
tional champion in the annual 
Christmas season bird census. 
If sheer manpower means 
anything,, birds within, a. 15- 
mile-diameter circle centering 
on the Point, Reyes National 
Seashore will be the best-count­ 
ed feathered creatures in the 
V.S. 
Preparations have included 
signing up 150' 'volunteers — a, 
national record. — three dogs, a 
40-foot Coast Guard cutter, five 
smaller private craft and a. 
kayak. And countless pairs of 
binoculars and, telescopes. 
John Winter, a. scien.ti.st at 
the Point. Reyes observatory, 
said yesterday that a radio sta­ 
tion also is getting into the act. 
Station KSFO will begin broad­ 
casting recorded owl calls at 
midnight Saturday. Gwl-seek- 
ers will have the' calls blaring 
from ¡portable radios to per- ' 
sua.de the night-fliers to hoot 
back so 'they can 'be counted. 
The count technically will ex­ 
tend 24 hours until, midnight 
Sunday,, but Winter predicted, it 
probably will end. about ¡8 p.m. 
Sunday if enough «pecíe* and 
enough individual birds have 
been counted, to surpass San. 
Diego’s current record of 221 
species in the 1961 'Christmas 
census, that is. 
“It'll 'be a mamoth produc­ 
tion,"' Winter said. He and fel­ 
low observatory worker John 
Small are coordinating the cen­ 
sus. 
'The idea of a holiday season 
bird count, began more than 70 
years ago with, a. proposal by 
Frank M. Chapman., curator of 


the Natural History Museum in 
New York City. He was dis­ 
mayed by the 19th Century han­ 
gover of the Christmas-season 
"side hunts,” Winter said. In 
those hunts, local sportsmen 
chose up sides and. took to the 
woods, killing' every creature 
they could find. 'The side with 
the most carcasses won. 
Chapman proposed the blood­ 
less bird census competition as 
a. countermeasure, more as an. 
entertaining outing than a real­ 
ly scientific venture, Winter 
said. 'The Point Reyes bird ex­ 
pert. said the census has value 
in. tracing changes in bird po­ 
pulation through the years. 
Winter explained that, the flo­ 
tilla recruited for this year’s 
cunsus will watch for sea and 
shore birds, while scores of oth­ 
er watchers will comb land 
areas within the lft-mile circle. 
'The dogs will 'be used to flush 
birds hiding in the underbrush, 
but not to catch them, Winter 
said. 
The Marin bird count will be 
competing with .800' similar cen­ 
suses nationwide for the honor 
of being the largest.
